TCELESS REFRI G E R A - 
TION. Box For Preserving 
Food Made of Cloth Covered 
Wire Screen — A new typ<? 
of refrigerator that uses an 
old principle of cooling has 
recently been perfected and 
is intended particularly for 
u.se in localities where ice 
is scarce or expensive. This 
ref rigeratoi- -consists of a 
cylinder of galvanized wire 
.screen one - quarter inch 
ine.‘ih., covered with a special 
absorbent cotton cloth and 
provided with a sheet meta! 
iiase and lid. The lid is iiol- 
low and is used as a reser¬ 
voir, having a hcle in the 
center mto which water is 
poured daily. A cloth lining 
of the lid is so arranged 
tiiat a number of wicks hang 
over the edge into the water. 
These take up the water by 
capillary attraction arid pass 
it on to the cloth lining of 
the main body, which soon 
becomes saturated. Evapora¬

CI 6 CTri(alTy iike any otlier dentist wlien 

One of tile more interesting proofs of the reality of * ' 

the energy crisis and the oil sliortage is tlie word that 

one of the nation’s great electric utiliiies is going into 

tile shipping business. 

With reserves of natural gas rapidly diminisliing for 
reasons natural, economic and regulatory, Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company has emliarked on its own search for 
desperaloly needed oil. it has its own fleet of several tank¬ 
ers to bring it from European and Middle East counines 
to California ports near its power plants. 

Malcolm H. Furhush, PC&E counsel, told the Stab' 

Public Utilities Commission recenlly that a company rep- 
re.sentative had located nearly 8 million barrels of fuel 
oil which could probably be acquired for use in 1974. 

The necessity for ttiis is indicated by the fact that as 
Furbush put it, “even if we draw down our reserve of 
().3 million barrels to zero, our projections for next year 
still show a shortage of 9.8 million barrels.” 

In turn, the necessity for drawing on oil reserves is 
caused by the anticipated decline in the possible use of 
natural gas in generating plants. PG&E expects the 
proportion of electricity generated through the use of 
gas to decline to 21 per cent in 1974 compared to .80 per 
cent this year. Scarce: reserves of gas will bo restricted 
to supplying a steady source for residential stoves, fur¬ 
naces and water heater.
